of the proposition which'., they will 
lay before the people. 
A largo 


score board is being erected on the 
Mall to show a daily record of sub- 
scriptions received. 
This will un- 


doubtedly be a point of interest dur- 
ing the campaign. 


It will be well for Newporters to 


remember that this is the first gen- 
uine effort that has been made to 
finance the hotel that we have all 
been talking about ever since the 
Ocean House was destroyed by fire 
more than a quarter century ago. If 
by any chance this campaign should 
be allowed to fail, all can make up 
their minds to retire into a hole for 
the next quarter century or more. 
But the campaign must not fail, and 
it is up to every resident of New- 
port to see that it does not.

Of course, the railroad bridge 
to Tiverton is still all right for train 
service. The grave danger is that the 
United States Engineers, who have 
control of the navigable waters of 
the United States, and who are 
strongly opposed to any obstruction 
to navigation, mny order the draw 
opened permanently. 
As a matter 


of fact, they ore very likely to do so, 
and the inconvenience to people liv- 
ing 
on 
this island will be very 


great. 


NEW BUS LINES 


The bus proposition of the New- 


port Electric Company is still in the 
air. 
A petition is now before the 


Rhode Island Utilities Commission 
for a line to be operated by this com- 
pany between 
Newport- and Pall' 


River, but if the Commission should 
grant the permission,. there is still a 
question as to what could be done in 
Massachusetts. 
Similar cases are 


now in the Courts there, and -when a 
final decision is reached it will prob- 
ably affect the Newport line as well 
as others. 
| 


The Newport Company now pro- 


poses to try out its bus line in New- 
port, having laid a proposition be- 
fore the board of aldermen on Tues- 
day 
evening. 
The company 
pro- 


poses to operate a bus over several 
routes for a time to see if the people 
desire to support it by their patron- 
age. It is the intention of the com- 
pany to cover sections of the city not 
now reached by the trolleys, al- 
though one route proposed is through 
Bath road with the ultimate inten^ 
tion of 
discontinuing the 
trolley 


service 
there 
during the 
winter 


months. The bus service will be an 
improvement, however, in that it will 
run as far as the Middietown line. 


To operate this bus service it will 


be necessary to secure the" sanction 
of the Public Utilities Commission, 
and the board of aldermen will not 
interferc.

H1.KCTION FIGURES AN.VI,Y/KD 


The study of election figures is 


always interesting. Four years ago 
there were S4,165,907 persons in the 
country entitled to vote for Presi- 
dent, yet only 26,646,273 took the 
trouble to come out and vote. This 
was only about 49 per cent of those 
entitled to. vote. 
The northern 


states generally voted to a much 
larger extent than did the southern 
states. For instance, Rhode Island 
cast 56 per cent of her total vote, 
New Hampshire 67 per cent, Dela- 
ware 74 per cent, New York 56 per 
cent, and the other northern states in 
about that ratio. In the South the 
situation was different. 
For in- 


stance, South Carolina, with a voting 
population 
of 
776,569, cast 
only 


15,440 votes, or only two per cent of 
what she was entitled to cast. It is 
quite probable that more votes were 
cast, but it is a notorious fact that 
the colored 
man's ballot is not 


counted an.wrhere 
in the 
South. 


Mississippi cast only 9 per cent of 
her total voting force, Georgia 10 per 
cent, Louisiana 13 per cent, and the 
remaining Southern states in about 
the same proportion. 
Yet 
these 


eleven Southern states with one- 
quarter the electoral votes, cast less 
than ten per cent of the entire bal- 
lots, and did not give a single elec- 
toral vote to the successful ticket.

tralia, Now Zealand and South Ameri- 
ca—not to mention a nation for which 
there la still an empty chair In the 
League Council. 


Adatcl's amendment stipulated that 


the new provisions "leave unaffected 
the Council's duty ol endeavoring to 
conciliate the parties so as to assure 
the maintenance of pence and ot the 
good understanding between nations." 
It was subtly and politely suggested 
by several speakers that the Ad'atol 
amendment would require the Council

Sir Cecil Hurst's alternative amend- 


ment used much the game words, but 
added them to tha flnal article of the 
protocol, where they applied not to 
tha single case of domestic affairs of 
a sovereign State, but to the media- 
tory and pacific activities of the Coun- 
cil in general. 
He urged that the 


question waa "evidently of the flrst 
Importance," that it concerned tha 
sovereignty of several States as op- 
posed to the encroachment of a su- 
perstate. He pleaded that the inten- 
tions of his and Adatci's amendments 
were identical and that only a ques- 
tion uf method separated the English 
and Japanese delegations. All in vain.
